At nn early hour in the morning the Cathe-
dral Charel: of Bl Poter and sSo Paul, on
Elghteonth street, botworn Race nnd Vine, was
filled to ity utmost eapacity by a multitode of
people, who were drawn thither for the por-
pose Of witnessing e ousunl and solemn
mervioes of the dny, The sudlenee wiss by uo
meany composed exciusively of Catnolles, the
musienl programme belng o eldborats that onr
musio loving peopte of 'rolesiant falth for the
noncelnid astvo thelr antlh Catnolie prejadices, |
The meagnifloont badditkn  has w-l:lum pres-
senled a more gorgeous nnd animawed nppear-
ance thinn 1L did daring the secylees, Lilghts
without number were bluzing on eévery hand,
while over sod arounid Lhe igh alter there was
a _ wroath of flowers of daza'lug beauty.
Ab half-past 10 o'clock the procession entored

At Bt, Augustine's Qatholle Church, the ser-
vices were sonrcely less atiractive than at tbe
Catbedral, The decorationsof,the altur were of
the most elaborate and pleasing oharacter,
Solemn High Mass was sung by the Hov, Father
Nino, and an impressive sermon delivered by
the pastor, Rev, FFather Stanton.

The cholr pumberod twenty-flve excellont
solo volees, and under the direction of the
organist, Professor Henry G, Thunder, rendored
Haydn's Grand Muss, No, 4, in B flat, lo
mugnificent style. Tue very difficult parts
of this great work were accomplished
with perfect ense and the most ode-

In truth, the enllre Mass was rendersd 1o o
manner thal has never been approached in this
eity heretofore. At the cffertory, the Veni
Sancti  Spiritus of Dietsch, a brilllant and

effective composition, was also sung In
& thrillingly lmpressive manner. The
other solos were excellently sung

by Miss Blackburn, Miss Gormley, Miss Polrie,
and Messrs, Jesn Louis and Rosewlg; while the.
chorus included several well-known amatenrs
whose presence added much to the attraction
of the ocension, We were pleased to note the
effectiveness of the organ,which haslately been
undergoing repairs, and I8 now almost com-
plete. It deserves to be ranked among the very
fluest Justruments v the country,

#t. Matthlas' and St, Mlchrel’s Catholic
churches were likewlse crowded to thelir ut-
most capacities, and were decorated in elabo-
ratesiyle.
